His Excellency John S. PUlsbury^ Governor : 

Sir : — I have the honor to submit the ninth annual report of 
the condition and operations of the railroads of Minnesota, being 
for the year ending June 30, 1879. Information in regard to 
construction of new road is brought down to the close of the 
year 1879; the gratifying fact is shown that 436.54 miles were 
added during the year. This is a greater extent than in any one 
year before, except 1871 when 458 miles were constructed. The 
total length of railroads in the state at this date, is 2,986.04 
miles; (or if the 24 miles of road common to the Northern Pacific 
and St. P. & Duluth from Duluth to N. P. junction be reckoned 
for each, as it is in the respective reports of those companies, the 
total is 3,010.04 miles.) 

The multiplication of railroads is the great need of our indus- 
trial economy. We have a wide territory, with bulky products, 
far from the great markets. I believe that our present laws and 
their administration in regard to railroads, have tended to pro- 
mote railroad development. Minnesota, was the first state to 
resume railroad construction after the financial revulsion of 1873. 
In 1878 we opened more miles of new road than any other state. 
In 1879 we surpassed our record of 1878 by about 25 per cent.; 
(but did not lead all other states as in 1878 — Iowa and Kansas 
exceeding us by a few miles in 1879. ) 

The new construction of 1879 is as follows : 

St. Paul, Minneapolis and Manitoba Co., from Alexandria to 
Barnes ville, 77.95 miles; same company from Fisher's Landing 
to Grand Forks, 14.56; St. Paul and Sioux City, branch from Lake 
Crystal to Blue Earth City, 34; Worthington and Sioux Falls Co., 
from Luverne to Iowa line, 10; Minnesota and Black Hills Co., 
Heron Lake to Woodstock, Pipe Stone county, 44; St. Paul and 
Duluth Co., N. P. Junction to Knife Falls, 6; Southern Minn. 
Extension Co., Jackson to Dakota line, 86.75 ; Chicago and 
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Dakota, from Tracy to Dakota line, 46.38; Caledonia and Missis- 
sippi Co., Caledonia to Junction of C. C. Dubuque & M. R. R., 
14; Cal. Miss. & Western, Caledonia to Preston, 43.60; Minne* 
apolis and St. Louis Co., Albert Lea to Iowa line, 13.50; Hastings 
and Dakota, Montevideo to Ortonville, 45.90. Total, 436.54 
miles. 

The reorganization of the St. Paul and Pacific Co., as the St. 
Paul, Minneapolis and Manitoba Railway Co., has been com- 
pleted within the year past, and has now in operation 657.03 
miles. 

The St. Paul and Sioux City has since June 30, 1879, reorgan- 
ized and consolidated in one company the several lines heretofore 
owned or operated in connection with it, making now 341.80 
miles within this state, and nearly 200 miles additional outside 
of Minnesota.

The foregoing aggregate of ' 'freight carried" is intended to 
represent the whole tonnage carried in Minnesota by all the roads, 
except freight received at C, M. & St. P. stations in this state 
from points in other states, a class of freight never yet included in 
the tonnage or commodity statements of the C, M. & St. P. 
division reports, but only in "freight received" of their "Business 
and Receipts" tables. A special report for the current year shows 
this item to be, for the River division 165,356 tons, I. & M. 
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division 79,100 tons, H. & D. division, 44,771 tons, and Wabasha 
division 529 tons, total 274,755 tons, which, if added to the fore- 
going, would increase the year's tonnage to 3,168,695 tons. 

It is to be regretted that it has not yet been possible to obtain 
the tonnage mileage, as it has the passenger mileage, in this state 
of all the roads, a form of transportation statistics showing most 
accurately the services performed by our railroads as common 
carriers. 

A comparison of gross earnings with the amounts charged to 
operating expenses shows a surplus, or net earnings, for all roads 
except the Winona & St. Peter and branches. This road expended 
very large amounts for steel rail, and about §25,000 for putting 
its road in Dakota in condition, charging both amounts to 
operating expenses. Owing to the insignificance of the business 
of the west end of the road till last spring, Dakota was not separ- 
ated from Minnesota in the past year's accounts of the company. 
Indeed, the cost of operating our railroads will not be accurately 
shown by the reports of companies, until a law shall have been 
passed, requiring a reasonable degree of uniformity in keeping 
railroad accounts, making stated rules applicable alike to all roads 
in their record and calculation of business, revenue, outlays and 
liabilities. 

Compared with the last preceding year, ending June 30, 1878, 
the gross earnings for 1879 show an increase of $617,222.58 in 
the aggregate, but a decrease per mile operated of $308.59, 
amounting for 2,566.84 miles to a comparative decrease of $792,- 
101.15 for all the roads. This result is attributable mainly to the 
light crops of 1878, particularly in the southern part of the state, 
whose main lines, excepting the C, M. & St. P. River division, 
show a very marked decrease of business. The following is a 
comparative exhibit of the tariff earnings in this state of the roads 
for 1879 and 1878, the first group bein^ roads of equal mileage in 
both years earning more, and the second tliose of the same class 
earning less in 1879 than in 1878; while the third group embraces 
roads operating a greater length in the last than in the preceding 
year:

Of the foregoing, 40 per cent, of the acreage and more than 51 
per cent, of the receipts of the last three and a half years were 
from the grants of the St. P. & P. roads; 58 per cent, of the 
acreage of 1874 were N. P. lands, yielding a corresponding pro- 
portion of the receipts of that year. 

Of the lands granted by Congress and by the state in aid of

A description of each accident will be found under the head of 
accidents in the company reports. "Fell from the train" is the 
reported cause of all the three passengers killed, two of whom are 
reported to have been intoxicated. Compared with the passenger 
mileage, it equals 1 killed to every 20,639,544 miles traveled, 
while the number of passengers injured equals 1 to every 10,319,- 
772 miles traveled. Nearly one-third of all the accidents were to 
brakemen in the act of coupling cars, indicating serious defects 
in the arrangements for coupling. 

Stock and Debt. — The information that the Commissioner has 
been able to gather on this subject, does not accurately represent 
the financial condition of the roads on June 30, 1879. 

The statement of stock includes the whole amount outstanding 
of stock issued, which for some roads is larger than the amount 
of paid up stock. The statement of debt is incomplete with 
regard to roads that at the date of the report were in process of 
construction, as the Southern Minnesota, the Hastings and 
Dakota and the St. Vincent Extension line of the St. Paul and 
Pacific, the last named road being in the hands of a receiver who 
could furnish no information at all except as to a small liability 
incurred by himself for new construction.

HISTORY. 

Date of original charter (act of Congress) July 2, 1864. By joint resolution 
of May 31, 1870, authorized to issue its bonds and secure the same by mort- 
gage on all its property, rights and franchises, including the franchise to be 
a corporation. 

Some thirty millions dollars of bonds were issued. January 1, 1874, the 
company made default in the payment of interest, and said default continuing 
on the 16th of April, 1875, the trustees and certain bondholders commenced 
proceedings to foreclose. Sale was made on Aug. 12, 1876, and all the prop- 
erty, railroad and franchises mortgaged (except lands patented or certified to 
the company which are yet in the hands of a receiver) were purchased by a 
committee of bondholders for $100,000 cash for all bondholders who shall 
have assented to a plan of reorganization adopted June 30, 1875, and sur- 
rendered their bonds for preferred stock of the re-organized company in 
accordance with such plan. Only about $600,000.00 of the bonds are now- 
outstanding. The new organization was perfected September 29, 1875. 

The Main line from Duluth to Moorhead was put in operation about Sep- 
tember 1, 1871. 

The Western Railroad of Minnesota, from Sauk Rapids to Brainerd, 60^^ 
miles, was leased of the company of that name for ninety-nine years from 
May 1, 1878, for rental of 35 per cent, of gross earnings. 

Under a contract with the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba Railroad, the 
Northern Pacific began to run its own trains on the branch line between 
Sauk Rapids and St. Paul, 75>^ miles, on April 21, 1879. 

The Northern Pacific is to have perpetual use of the Branch Line, in com- 
mon with the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba Railroad, suitable and con- 
venient accommodations at the passenger station in St. Paul, suitable and 
proper connections with all other railroads touching th^ said station and depot 
grounds in St. Paul, terminal facilities at Minneapolis and St. Cloud for a 
period not to exceed five years, and the exclusive use for freight purposes of 
not less than ten acres of land in St. Paul. The St. Paul, Minneapolis <& 
Manitoba is to put the line between St. Paul and Sauk Rapids in good order 
and condition as a road of its class^ and from and after the date when this is 
done, it is to be maintained at the joint expense of the two companies, on 
the basis and in the proportion of the number of wheels per mile run over 
the same by the lines respectively, to he determined and settled monthly. 
Station service at St. Anthony, and between there and Sauk Rapids, to be 
apportioned on the same basis. This company is to pay $40,000 annually, in 
equal monthly installments, to the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba Railroad.

ROAD OPERATED. 

March 1, 1878, the property of the West Wisconsin Railway Company, a 
Wisconsin corporation, was sold as an entirety by master in chancery pur- 
suant to foreclosure decree. Bid in for $1,500,000, in accordance with plan 
of reorganization adopted by bondholders of each class. Deed to purchasers 
executed May 1, 1878. Deed from purchasers to Chicago, St. Paul & Minne- 
apolis R'y Co., also a Wisconsin corporation, executed and delivered. May 2, 
1878. • 

The Chicago, St. Paul & Minneapolis owns no road in Minnesota, but by 
an act of March 4, 1872, its predecessor was authorized to run cars and 
engines over roads in this state, and to exercise in this state the corporate 
powers possessed in Wisconsin. 

The same law legalized a railroad bridge, already built by the W. W. Co., 
from its western (Wisconsin) terminus, Hudson, across Lake St. Croix. On 
February 19, 1872, the company began to operate, under a 990 years' lease, 
the Hudson branch of the St. Paul, Stillwater and Taylor's Falls Railroad, 
from Lake St. Croix to the junction with the main line of the latter road ; 
and also, under the same lease, to use jointly with the St. P., S. & T. F. Co., 
the main line from the junction to St. Paul. . On August 1, 1872, the W. W. 
Co. began to run over the balance of the main line, from the junction to 
Stillwater. 

The terms of the lease of the Hudson branch require the Chicago, St. Paul 
and Minneapolis company to keep that length of road in repair, to pay for 
renewals, return in as good condition as when received, and to pay an annual 
rental of $10,600, in monthly installments. 

As to the St. P., S. & T. F. main line between St. Paul and Stillwater, the 
Ch., St. P. & M's Co. pays one-half of cost of renewals and repairs, and 
also pays one-third of its gross earnings on the same to the St. P., S. & 
T. F. Co. This, however, does not cover station facilities at St. Paul and 
Stillwater. 

The St. Paul and Pacific does the Ch., St. P. & M's company's station 
business at St. Paul (as well as at Minneapolis, the St. P. & P. hauling the 
Ch., St. P. & M's company's freight between these two points,) charging for 
this service agreed rates on business done, based on tariffs and classifications. 
The St. P., S. & T. F. Company does the Ch., St. P. & M's company's 
station work at Stillwater, the latter company paying a portion of the station 
agent's salary and a fixed rate per 100 pounds, and per car for freight for- 
warded and received.

HISTORY. 

The road was originally chartered by the Territorial Legislature, March 2, 
1855, as the Root River Valley and Southern Minnesota Railroad. Road sold 
February 10, 1877, under foreclosure of second mortgage equipment bonds of 
the Southern Minnesota Railroad Company, and subject to all prior liens, 
and was purchased by the trustees for holders of said bonds for $1,784,200, 
being the principal and interest of their bonds. 

Pursuant to decree of foreclosure and to provisions of Chapter 30, of Gen- 
eral Laws of 1876, said trustees, at the request of said bondholders, on March 
3, 1877, organized the present Southern Minnesota Railway Company, which 
company obtained possession of the property from the United States court 
March 8, 1877. 

The Company owns the stock of the Southern Minnesota Railway Exten- 
sion Company, and operates the Extension as a part of the Southern Minne- 
sota Railway. 

Gradually, as completed from the banks of the Mississippi, westward, the 
road was put in operation at the following dates : 

From Grand Crossing to Rushford, 30 miles in January, 1867.

The branch (Minneapolis & Duluth Railroad) from Minneapolis to White 
Bear was completed in August, 1871. The Mitmeapolis & Duluth road is- 
operated by the Minneapolis & St. Louis under a 999 years' lease. Consider- 
ation — the Minneapolis & St. Louis pays the interest (7 per cent, per annum 
in gold) on the bonds, amounting to $280,000.00, of the Minneapolis & Duluth 
Company.

B, To Trains. 

August 8, 1878, train No. 10, on crossing 2% miles north of Montgomery,- 
struck and badly damaged a farmer's wagon. 

October 3, 1878, collision between trains No. 7 and 8 just below the sus- 
pension bridge on river bank in Minneapolis yard; both engines damaged 
and two cars slightly injured. Cause, carelessness of conductor and engineer 
of No. 7. 

October 19, 1878, at Eden Prairie, while a team and wagon were crossing^ 
side track, the wagon was struck and partly damaged by train No. 10 while 
the laltter was backing up on the siding. Damage about $20.00. 

October 31, 1878, at Chaska, four cars injured to an amount of about $200, 
by collision on the track, occasioned by car No. 71 jumping track at H. & D^ 
crossing because of obstruction and remaining undiscovered until side track 
frog was reached about 100 feet south of crossing. 

December 30, 187^, at New Prague, train No. 9 on arriving at station was 
cut in two, and while engine and forward cars were at water tank, the rear 
part was suffered to stand on descending grade. Unnoticed by train men it 
started and ran into forward part, injuring more or less 6 cars. 
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December 28, 1878, at Minneapolis, while standing in an alley near the 
Washington Avenue crossing, and close to the track, a horse attached to an 
express wagon was frightened bv an approaching transfer train, ran upon 
the track and was struck and killed. 

May 8, 1879, at East Minneapolis, engine and three cars were thrown from 
the track by displaced rail and slishtlv injured. 

M&y 29, 1879, between Waterville and Waseca, C. B. & Q., car No. 2,734 
in train No. 8, caught fire and was entirely consumed. 

May 17, 1879, at Minneapolis, on Fifth Street crossing, a switching train 
struck and demolished a wagon, which a reckless driver was drawing across 
vthe track. 

The following supplementary report is submitted regarding the

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REPORT

St. Paul, January, 1881. ) 

Honorable John S, Pillsbury, Governor: 

Sib : I respectfully submit the tenth annual report from this 
office, giving information of the business, condition and operation 
of the railroads of the State for the year ending June 30, 1880. 
The many changes in organization and ownership of lines of rail- 
roads have occasioned great delay in the transmission of reports 
from the companies, which, in turn, has caused delay in getting 
my report ready. 

The revival of business prosperity which had a marked beginning 
in 1879, as was shown in my last report, continued to swell the 
railroad traffic of the year now reported. The increase of con- 
struction of new roads, however, shows a falling oflFin 1880. This 
is accounted for by the fact that the long trunk lines that had 
been progressing for years, were all finished by the close of 1879. 
The first era of railroad development in the State was thus com- 
pleted with the system of trunk lines. We stood in 1880 at the 
beginning of the second era of railroad development, the con- 
struction of branch and intermediate lines, upon which we have 
yet hardly entered. The new construction in 1879 was 436.54 
miles; in 1880, 113.55 miles, making the total length of railroad in 
operation within the State on the First of January, 1881, 3,099.59 
miles. There was, in addition, graded and partly ironed, but not 
operated, 46.86 miles. 

There has been a gratifying increase of State revenue from the 
railroads. For 1878, it was $200,171, and for 1879 the very large 
sum of $249,354. One of the most important duties of this office. 
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under the law, is to see that full and accurate returns are made of 
the gross earnings of the railroads on which this State revenue is 
based. Many questions have arisen, mentioned in the earlier re- 
ports, from which very great gains were secured to the State. One 
has developed in the last year with the St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Manitoba company in respect to returning for taxation the rental 
of forty thousand dollars per year, which the Northern Pacific com- 
pany pays the former for joint use of track from St. Paul to Sauk 
Rapids. The Manitoba company claiming that this rental is not a 
part of its gross earnings subject to taxation, in the meaning of 
the law, the same as earnings from freight and passenger traffic. The 
question will be taken to the supreme court for adjudication, if the 
railway company does not yield to the views of the Commissioner 
that this rental is a part of the gross earnings subject to taxation. 

STOCK AND DEBT. 

The total stock of the lines of railroad in Minnesota is reported 
at $51,778,144. The total debt is $48,391,388. The average stock 
and debt per mile of road, $33,532. 

EARNINGS. 

The gross earnings of all the roads for the year ending June 
30, 1879, were $8,047,834 ; operating expenses $5,106,422 ; net 
earnings $2,941,412. For year ending June 30, 1880, the gross 
earnings were $10,774,826 ; the operating expenses $6,604,400 ; and 
the net earnings $4,170,425. 

FREIGHT. 

The movement of freight of all kinds in reported year 1880 was 
3,934,380 tons, against 2,893,940 tons in reported year 1879, show- 
ing an increase of traffic of nearly one third. 

The grain carried in reported year 1880 was 1,056,859 tons, 

PASSENGERS. 

The passengers carried in the year ending June 30, 1880, were 
1,934,406, against the number of 1,809,380 in corresponding year 
1879. 
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LANDS. 

The railroad lands sold in the year ending June 30, 1880, 
amounted to 506,951 acres ; and the receipts on account of lands, 
$1,175,368; while for corresponding year ending 1879, the lands 
sold were 710,505 acres, and the receipts $3,046,130. 

RATES. 

The tendency to lower rates for freight and passengers on the 
railroads of the State keeps pace in some degree with the increase 
of business. A very important change has been effected in the 
classification of freights. The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
and the Chicago & Northwestern companies which operate 
more than 1,200 miles in this State have at my solicitation 
adopted locally in Minnesota what is known as the "Revised 
joint classification" of freight, in place of the former Min- 
nesota classification. This change removes a long-standing com- 
plaint on the part of wholesale dealers and shippers in Minnesota, 
who under the former classification were at a disadvantage com- 
pared with Chicago shippers. There is now one uniform classifi- 
cation on these roads for all freights from points in Minnesota 
the same as from Chicago and Milwaukee. The Omaha system of 
roads has already adopted this classification, and I trust the re- 
maining railroads of this State will do so. 

FUEL SCARCITY. 

An alarming scarcity of fuel in the western and southwestern 
parts of the State, was developed by the unusually early winter, 
(rreat complaint was made of the railroads on this account. The 
manifest causes were a large increase in population and demand 
for fuel, with the setting in of winter a month earlier than usual. 
Several mild winters iust past, had lulled the railroads and the 
people into a feeling of security that every day could be depended 
on for its own supply of fuel. Heavy storms the middle of Octo- 
ber blockaded for many days most of the prairie railroads. Winter 
came permanently in November, and has continued with great 
severity and frequent storms and snow blockades. The railroad 
officials exerted themselves to get fuel to the frontier, but the 
elements often bafiled their efforts, and much suffering and com- 
plaint was occasioned ; even the railroads had to suspend trains 
for want of fuel. A prudent foresight on the part of the railroads 
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and the people ,would have prevented the evil. The experience^ 
now dearly earned, will no doubt prevent a recurrence of like trou- 
ble ; yet the problem of an abundant and cheap supply of fuel to 
the treeless regions of the State, is a very grave one, and demands 
the thoughtful consideration of the legislature. 

THE TRUE POLICY OF THE STATE. 

I have believed it was the true policy of our State to give as- 
surance of security and fair treatment to capital that might seek 
investment in railroads. The multiplication of roads and com- 
peting lines is the chief remedy for high rates. This policy has 
been maintained by the legislature, and has secured the grand system 
that we now have of over three thousand miles of railroad, giving 
the State a revenue of nearly three hundred thousand dollars a 
year. It is but to continue it, to insure branches and intermediate 
lines that shall bring railroad facilities within short haul of every 
farmer in the State, and with the competition of rival systems of 
roads, the mininum rates of transportation will be secured.

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RAILROAD ACCEPTANCES ON FILE IN THE CAPITOL. 

In Secretary of State's Office,

Report concerning the road from Grand Grossing (on the Mississippi, opposite Ls 
Crosse, Wis.^ to the Dalcota line, for the 10 montlis from July l, 1879, to May 1, 1880, and 
concerning tne road from Mankato to Wells (Central R. R. of Minnesota) for the four 
months from January 1st to May 1st, 1880. 



On November 20, 1879, by vote of stockholders, the railroad and property of 
the Central R. R. of Minnesota (Mankato to Wells) was sold to the Southern 
Minnesota Railway Co. ; and the road was operated by the latter company as a 
part of its line from January Ist to May 1st, 1880.

Chartered, by coneress, Julv 2, 1864. as the Northern Pacific Railroad Co. 

S>ld August 12, 1875, for $100,000 cash to the purchasing committee of the 
bondholders of the Northern Pacific Railroad Co. for all tne bondholders who 
shall have assented to the plan of reorganization adopted June 30, 1875, and 
surrendered their bonds for preferred stock of the reorganized company in accord- 
ance with said plan. 

The main line, Duluth to Moorhead (252i<2 miles) was opened about Septem- 
ber 1, 1871. 

Western Ry., of Minn., Brainerd to Sauk Rapids, Minn., 60^4 milen, was 
leased May 1, 1878, the terms being 35 per cent of gross earnings for first five 
years, 40 per cent thereafter. Lease to continue for ninety nine vears from May 
1, 1878. 

The Northern Pacific has a permanent contract with the St. P., M. & M. Ry. 
Co., whereby its trains run through between Sank Rapids and St. Paul, seventy- 
five and one-half miles, paying for this privilege $40,000 per annum and a pro- 
portion of the station expenses and maintenance of road, based on the wheel- 
age of the trains of each company. 

The original Northern Pacific Ry. Co. was by joint resolution of May 31, 1870, 
authorized to issue its bonds and secure the same by mortgage on all its prop- 
erty, rights and franchises, including the franchise to be a corporation. 

Some thirty million dollars of bonds were issued. January 1, 1874, the com- 
pany made default in the payment of interest, and said default continuing on 
the 16th of April, 1875, tne trustees and certain bondholders commenced pro- 
ceedings to foreclose. A committee appointed by the bondholders, under a plan 
of reorganization, became the purchasers of its railroad and all the property and 
franchises mortgaged, for the benefit of all the bondholders who should assent to 
said plan and exchange their bonds for preferred stock in the new organization. 
The re-organization was perfected September 29, 1875.

The American Express Company runs on the road between Minneapolis and 
Fort Dodge: rates special and \% first-class; takes freight at depots. The IT. 
S. Express Company runs l)etween Minneapolis and White Bear: rates special 
and 1}^' first-class. 

The Minneapolis & St. Louis Railway company was incoqiorated in 1858. a* 
Minnesota Wtstem. Road from Minneapolis to Merriam Junction, 27 miles, 
completed in December, 1871, and from Merriam Junction to AUx rt Lea. HI 
miles, November 3, 1877. 

The branch (Minneapolis tt Duluth Railroad) from MinneapoUs to White 
Bear, was completed m August, 1871. The Minneapolis & Duluth road is 
operated by the Minneapolis & St. Louis under a 999 years' lease. Considera- 
tion — the Minneapolis & St. Louis pays the interest (7 per cent, per annum in 
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gold) on the bonds, amounting to $280,000.00, of the Minneapolis & Duluth 
Company. 

The road fi-ora Albert Lea to the Iowa State line, 13 miles, was completed in 
November. 1879, and the length from the Stat<? line to Fort Dodge, Iowa, 89 
miles, on June 28, 1880. 

For an annual consideration of $50,000. the M. & St. L. Co. temporarily runs 
its trains over the St. Paul A' Duluth road from White Bear to Duluth, 143 
miles. 

It operatew also the Fort Dodge & Fort Ridgely R. R., from Livermore to 
Fort Dodge, Iowa, 29 miles, under permanent lease, in consideration of con- 
structing the road. Has temporary contract with St. P. & S. C, St. P., M. & 
M., and a 3 years' contract witli St. P. & D. R. R. Also temporary contract 
with the Iowa Central, and a permanent contract with the B., C. R. & N. Ry.

Honorable John S Pitlsbury, Governor: 

Sib : I have the honor to submit this, the eleventh annual report 
from this office, of the condition and operations of the railroads of the 
State for the year ending June 30, 1881, with some supplementary 
information to the close of 1881. 

Tie reports of the several companies show in the aggregate an in- 
crease of traiEc commensurate with the general prosperity and increase 
in population and production of the State. The winter of 1880-81 was 
unprecedentedly severe on the railroads in the southern and western 
parts of the State. Snow blockades of many weeks duration, entailing 
great expense in the effort to open the railroads, while at the same time 
all revenue was cut off by suspension of business, make a poor showing 
in the way of net earnings. Indeed, in some cases as that of the 
Winona & St. Peter, an actual deficiency and loss. 

In the northern and northwestern parts of the State there was little 
or no hindrance from snow blockades, showing that what has been 
claimed for the more northerly region is true, that there are fewer 
stonns and less snow. Gorresi>ondingly the Munitobii and Northern 
Pacific Companies show very satisfactory profits for the years business. 



! business of year ending June 30, 1S81, compared 
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The increase in miles of railroad operated was about five per cent. 
T'te increase in gross earnings about thirty per cent, and in net 
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earnings about twenty -seven per cent. The increase of tons of freight 
carried about thirty -three per cent. 

The sales of lands is the only item of business that sfiows a decrease. 
This was largely compensated for by sales in the last half of 1881, as 
shown in the land tables elsewhere. The Manitoba Railway Company 
alone selling 47,695 acres, and receiving in cateh $86,983, in the six 
months ending Dec. 31, 1881. 

All the railroads of the State have been greatly improved during the 
year reported by relaying track with steel rails and new iron, and by 
other betterments. 

It will be observed that the process of consolidating numerous lines 
of roads into grand systems of railways is a striking fact in the history 
of the year reported. The number of separate railroad companies 
operating distinct roads in Minnesota, was as high as twenty, three 
years ago. Now, the number is reduced substantially to about one- 
third the former number. Ten years ago and earlier, isolated roads 
was the rule. Now nothing but comprehensive systems, all new con- 
struction being extensions and branches. If there be seeming excep- 
tions, it will be found that the separating is like the stooling of wheat; 
beneath the surface there is but one root. 

This growth of great systems may seem dangerous in the immense 
capital and concentrated power. But the evidence is abundant that it 
is not so, but in the interest of a true public economy, increasing and 
cheapening facilities of transportation. One great sj'^stem is competi- 

« 

tive with another, interlocking and lapping on the same territory. 
We have in this State now six grand systems, actively competing for 
territory and business. 

In the south and west the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, the 
Chicago & Northwestern, or what is the same the Winona & St. Peter, 
the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha, the Minneapolis & St. 
Louis, (somewhat more central in the State, and not yet so fully 
developed, but rapidly pushing to the front.) 

In the northern and northwestern, the St. Paul, Minneapolis & 
Manitoba, and the Northern Pacific. The latter under a new impulse 
and able management has entered upon an aggressive policy, that bids 
fair to give it the commanding national position that it merits. 

We have added, the past year, 178 miles of new railroad, completed; 
nearly as much more is graded or under way. The total number of 
miles in operation December 31, 1881, is 3,278. 

It will be seen that the State revenue derived from railroad taxes for 
the calendar year 1880, was $323,443, an increase of $74,000 over 
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1879. For the year 1881, it will approach $400,000.. This tax will 
in the near future be sufficient to pay the interest of the State debt, 
including the lately refunded State railroad bonds, and also to pay all 
the ordinary executive, judicial and legislative expenses of the^tate 
government. Direct taxes will be required only for the educational, 
charitable and penal institutions of the State. One of the most im- 
portant functions of this office is to insure the full amount of this 
revenue. 

The question of whether rentals are part of the gross earnings of a 
railroad on which State tax is to be paid, is before the courts for a 
decision, in an amicable suit against the St. Paul, Minneapolis & 
Manitoba Company. That company receives from the Northern 
Pacific $40,000 per annum, for use of the track of the -Manitoba com- 
pany from Sauk Rapids to St. Paul. I felt it right to claim that this 
rental was a part of the gross earnings of the Manitoba company on 
which taxes should be paid. The same question alffects the St. Paul & 
Duluth and some other companies. The decision in the above suit 
will settle the question as to all. 

In closing my connection with the office, it seems proper to speak 
briefly of the views which have governed me in its administration. I 
came into office when railroad enterprises were paralyzed, and the gen- 
eral prosperity of the State at a low ebb ; when there was great animosity 
among the people towards the railroads. I felt it my duty to do 
everything I could to allay irritation and to keep the peace between the 
people arid the railway corporations, to the end that our large agricul- 
tural territory might get more roads. After an almost total suspen- 
sion of railway construction in the western and northwestern States 
for three years (1874 to 1876), Minnesota was the first to resume build- 
ing roads, and kept in the lead for several years, until we had, substan- 
tially, a complete system of trunk lines. There is to-day hardly a cul- 
tivated farm in the State from which the farmer cannot drive to a rail- 
road station and return in a day. 

I believe that the avoidance of legislative interference with rates, 
and the administration of this office in a way to encourage the further 
investment of capital in railways in this State, has had an appreciable 
influence in this progress and ^development. Now that we have so 
many powerful corporations competing for business, we are assured 
that branches and cross lines almost indefinite will be constructed, 
giving in a few years to every locality the benefits of active competi- 
tion, and the lowest practicable rates. 

The proposition has been made at almost every session of the Legis- 
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lature to establish some sort of prorating so that the long and short 
haul should pay more nearly the same. If such a rule is just and 
profitable on a small scale, or in one State, it should be so on a large 
scal^ or in all the States that lie between Minnesota and the great 
markets. "^ 

This, indeed, is what the people of the State of New York have long 
contended for in respect to through and local rates. They want the 
New York Central to make a higher through rate on Minnesota and 
other western State produce, and a lower rate on their local State 
business. If the principle was generally adopted, it would be ruinous 
to western producers. 

In a recent report of Joseph Nimmo, Chief of the U. S. Bureau of 
Statistics, he states that ** the freight charges from Chicago to Boston, 
one thousand miles, on one years subsistence of grain and meat for an 
adult working man, is but one dollar and twenty -five cents, or less 
than a days wages." This may seem incredible, but when we remem- 
ber that the freight on a barrel of flour from Minnesota to New York 
or Boston, a distance of fourteen hundred miles, is often as low as 
sixty cents, wie readily comprehend the fact. (One barrel of flour and 
one barrel of pork are reckoned sufficient for a man for one year on the 
average.) 

Mr. Nimmo 's report shows that the competition of the great trunk 
lines and of water routes, caused a decrease of 39 per cent, in freight 
rates from the west to the east in the ten years between 1870 and 
1880, while the decrease in the market price of twenty -two of the most 
important necessaries of life was but twelve per cent., showing that 
the cost of transportation in getting the produce to the ultimate mar- 
kets has decreased more than three times as much as the price of the 
produce, a showing that ought to be encouraging and satisfactory to 
the western producer. 

If we look to see what the net earnings on capital invested in the 
railroads of this State are, we shall see that the average is but about 
three per cent. ^ 

I refer to these facts that our people may take them into account in 
estimating the benefits on one hand, while dwelling on what are 
thought to be high local rates of transportation on the other. 

There are, in the nature of things, some evils and local and individ- 
ual inequalities attendant upon the management of our railroads. So 
far as these have been brought to my attention I have diligently sought 
to remedy them, and I think in most cases successfully. I have done 
this with as little noise and friction as possible.

In conclusion, T have to say that I think the laws and policy of the 

State in these matters, as wise and profitable as is likely to be attained. 

I have sought to make my reports as brief and concise as possible, 

avoiding what seemed to me unnecessary discussion or argument on 

theoretical and speculative questions.

RAILROADS, PASSED IN 1881. 



GENBBAL LAWS. 

Chapter 31 of printed volume of General Laws. An act to amend title 1, chapter 
34, of General Statutes of 1878, relating to corporations. Railroad corporations of 
this State may exercise their rights and privileges in other States and Territories, 
subject to laws of such States. May build branches and exte.isions.

GENERAL REMARKS ^HISTORY OF ROAD. 

Chartered, by Congress, July 2, 1864, as the Northern Pacific Railroad Co. 

Sold August 12, 1876, for $100,000 cash to the purchasing conmiittee of the bond- 
holders pf the Northern Pacific Railroad Companv, for all the bondholders who 
shall have assented to the plan of reorganization aaopted June 30, 1875, and sur- 
rendered their bonds for preferred stock of the reorganized company in accordance 
with said plan. 

The main line, Duluth to Moorhead (252}4 miles) was opened about September 1, 
1871. 

Western Railway of Minn., Brainerd to Sauk Rapids, Minn., 60 J^ miles, was leased 
May 1, 1878, the terms being 35 per cent, of gross earnings for first five years, 40 per 
cent, thereafter. Lease to continue for ninety- nine years from May 1, 1878. 

The Northern Pacific has a permanent contract with the St. P., M. & M. Ry. Co., 
whereby its trains run through between Sauk Rapids and St. Paul, seventy-five and 
one-half miles, paying for this privilege $40,000 per annum, and a proportion of the 
station expenses and maintenance of road, based on the wheelage of the trains of 
each company. 

The original Northern Pacific Ry. Co. was by joint resolution of May 31, 1870, 
authorized to issue its bonds and secure the same by mortgage on all its property, 
rights and franchises, including the franchise to be a corporation. 

Some thirty million dollars of bonds were issued. January 1, 1874, the company 
made default in the payment of interest, and said default continuing on the 16th of 
April, 1875, the trustees and certain bondholders commenced proceedings to fore- 
close. A committee appointed by the bondholders, under a plan of reorganization, 
became the purchasers of its railroad and all the property and franchises mortgaged, 
for the benefit of all the bondholders who should assent to said plan, and exchange 
their bonds for preferred stock in the new organization. The reorganization wag 
perfected September 29, 1875.

Before crossing highways, engineer must give two short and one long blast witli 
whistle 200 yards distant, and bell must be rung until crossing is passed — Compliance 
with mate Law found sufficient as to crossing other B. Rs.— Use Miller's platform 
and coupler between passenger cars, and the Westinghouse automatic air brake. 

Carry one mail each way daily over entire line. Compensation not yet fixed. 

The American Express Company runs on the road between Minneapolis and Fort 
Dodge; rates special and 1 ^ first class; takes freight at depots. The United States 
Express Company runs between Minneapolis and White Bear; rates special and lyi 
first elass. 

* The Minneapolis and St. Louis Railway Company was incorporated in 1853, as 
Minnesota Western. Road from Minneapolis to Merriam Junction, 27 miles, com- 
pleted in December 1871, and from Merriam Junction to Albert Lea, 81 miles, 
November 3, 1877. Minneapolis to Fort Dodge, July 1880, 210 miles. 

The branch (Minneapolis & Duluth Railroad) from Minneapolis to WliiteBear, was 
completed in August, 1871. The Minneapolis & Duluth Road is operated by the 
Minneapolis & St. Louis, under a 999 years' lease. Consideration— the Minneapolis 
& St. Louis pays the interest (7 per cent, per annum in gold) on the bonds, amouat- 
ing to $280,000.00, of the Minneapolis & Duluth Company. 

The road from Albert Lea to the Iowa State line, 13 miles, was completed in 
November, 1879, and the length from the State line to Fort Dodge, Iowa, 89 miles, 
on June 28, 1880. 

For an annual consideration of $50,000, the M. & St. L. Co. temporarily runs its 
trains over the St. Paul & Duluth road from White Bear to Dulqth, 143 miles. 

It operates also the Fort Dodge & Fort Ridgely R. R., from Livermore to Fort 
Dodge, Iowa, 29 miles, under permanent lease, in consideration of constructing the 
road. Has temporary contract with St. P. & S. C, St. P. M. & M., and a 3 years' 
contract with St. P. & D. R R. Also temporary contract with the Iowa Central, and 
a permanent contract with the B., C. R. & N. Ry.

December 30, near Eden Prairie, 10 cars ditched, cars damaged, and 5 more or less 
broken and cooteuts damaged; cause, broken rail. 

February 24, 1881, passenger train, rear collision with freight, slight damage to 
train, no person injured.
